FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


Figures of the Season's Business Given by 


the Southern Pacific. 

San Francisco, Sept. 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Figures were ob- 
tained today from the traffic officials of 
the Southern Pacific Company repre- 
senting the exactamount of the ship- 
ment of California green fruit this sea- 
son. Twothousand nine hundred and 
sixty carloads of fruit had been sent 
East up to last. Saturday night, and of- 
ficials state that fully 700 more will go 
inthe next thirty days, which will 
aggregate 88,840,000 pounds of 
fruit. The trains that have climbed 
the mountains up to last Sat- 
urday night have «numbered 872 
against 292 for the same period last 
year. The railway charges on these 
shipments is $1.25 per hundred pounds 
to Chicago. They derive more than 
this sum, as the rate beyond Chicago is 
$1.50 per hundred. ‘The official states, 
however, that the business has not been 
a profitable one, owing to the fact that 
great quantities of ice were hauled, and 
that the peculiar cars used for fruit had 
to be brought back empty. 


SAN DIEGO NOTES. 


Hinckley and Bride Arrive—Overdue 
Steamer—The Coming Celebration. 

San Disco, Sept. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| F. W. Hinckley and 
bride, formerly Miss Florence Blythe, 
of San Francisco re spending their 
honeymoon at the Hotel del Coronadv. 

The Pacific Mail steamer San Blas, 
due from Panama and way ports,. did 
not arrive today. It is presumed that 
the Central American and Mexican 
health officials have detained the vessel 
for a thorough inspection. 

The Chinamen arrested for fishing 
with illegal nets in San Diego Bay 
were fined $75 each today and sent to 
jail in default of payment. 

Through the courtesy of Gen. McCook, 
the band of the First United States 
Cavalry now stationed at Fort Grant, 
N. M., will be present in this city to 
take partin the Cabrillo celebration. 
An, elaborate programme has been ar- 
ranged for the vaqueras tournament 
to be held at,Coronado on the third day 
of the celebration. 


A SEALER’S HARD LUCK. 


Seized by a Russian Wa Warship and Thor- 
oughly Plandered. 

San Francisco, Sept. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The sealing 
schooner Kate and Ann, Capt. Lutgen, 
reached here today with only sixty 
skins. Some two months ago the 
schooner touched Yokohama, where she 
discharged 1000 skins, which were 
shipped to this port. After leaving 
Yokohama the vessel sailed for the seal- 
ing grounds around Atton Island, near 
Northwestern Alaska, and had captured 
upwards of 200 skins. Here the Rus- 
sian man-of-war Zobiaka seized the 
schooner, taking away not only all the 
skins, but most of her sealing gear and 
hunting guns. Not content with this, 
the Russians took nearly all the provis- 
ions aboard, leaving enough only to get 
the crew home again before starving. 


EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 


Gov. Markham Commutes the Sentences 
of Two Convicts. 

SacRAMENTO, Sept. 23.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gov. Markham has com- 
muted the sentence of W. R. Donald- 
son, convicted of murder in Tehama 
in July, 1879, and sentenced to life 
imprisonment, to twenty-one and a half 
years. The State Board of Prison Di- 
rectors recommended the commutation 
on the ground that Donaldson had borne 
an excellent character, had served his 
country during the war and had saved 
the life of a fellow-convict. 

The Governor has also commuted the 
sentence of John Baker, convicted of a 
crime against nature in San Francisco 
in 1888, and sentenced to twenty years, 
imprisonment, to eight years, because 
the board deem the sentence excessive. 


A BOMB ON THE TRACK.

Demsey, Billy Smith, Billy Maber, Billy 
fMennessy, Gus Herget and Joseph Tay- 
lor, who were indicted yesterday by the 
grand jory for taking part in the Smith- 
Maber contest, were all present in the 
State Circuit Court this morning for ar- 
raignment. A continuance-till Monday 
for pleading was granted, The defense 
will interpose a demurrer on the ground 
of insufficiency of facts and that the 
contest was in Mo wise a prize-fight, but 
simply a scientific exhibition. 


Bound for the Celebration. 

San Sept. 23.—Although 
Gov. Markham decided at the last mo- 
ment to make the trip to San Diego 
overland, arriving in time for the open- 
ing of the Cabrillo celebration next 
Wednesday, his staff has decided differ- 
ently, and eleven births have been en- 
gaged on this account alone aboard the 
steamer Santa Rosa, which will sail to- 
morrow. ‘Today the saloon deck births 
on the steamer had been engaged, and 
over 100 names Were on the passe nger 
list.

THE EXCLUSION ACT. 


A Case Made at San Francisco to 
Test Its Validity. 


Chinamen, Now Obtaining British Natur- 
alization Papers and Trying to En- 
ter This Country as Subjects 
of Queen Victoria, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Franorco, Sept. 28,—|By the 
Associated Press.]| The case of the 
nineteen Chinese who were illegally 
landed neat Monterey, Cal., a few 
weeks ago by the smuggling schooner 
Halcyon, came up before United States 
Commissioner Sawyer today. It was 
agreed that only one of the Chinese, 
Lee Fong, shou!d be sentenced, in order 
that a test case to bring up the consti- 
tutionality of the Chinese exclusion law 
might be established. After hearing 
the evidence Commissioner Sawyer sen- 
tenced Lee Fong to five days’ im- 
prisonment, at the end of which he 
must be deported.from the United 
States. A writ Of ‘habeas torpus will, 
however, be sued out for him. The 
other Chinese will remain in jail pend- 
ing the outcome of the trial. 

WasHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A short time 
ago the collector of customs at Port 
Townsend, Wash., wrote the Treasury 
Department for instructions in the case 
of one Ching Yon, a Chinese, who 
claimed to be ai British  sub- 
ject and applied for admission 
to the United States as such, ex- 
hibiting a certificate of naturalization* 
issued at Vancouver. The collector ex- 
| pressed the opinion that this was a test 
case, and if the man were allowed to 
enter the authorities on the other side 
of the line would begin at once to make 
British citizens.of Chinese to evade our 
restriction law. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding, in re- 
ply, informs the collector.that the 
naturalization of a Chinese by an adja- 
cent country would not qualify such 

rson to enter the United States, and 
nstructs him to decline toconsider the 
papers mentioned as in any manner 
changing the status of such person as 
far as admission into the United States 
is concerned. 

An_ official of the Treasury Depart- 
ment said this afternoon that it was a 
debatabie question whether this action 
of the department in refusing to recog- 
nize British naturalization of Chinese 
persons is not in conflict with the treaty 
with Great Britain, whereby its sub- 
jects are allowed to enter and leave the 
United States at any time. 


POLYGAMY NOT DEAD. 


The Utah Commission Says It Continues 
in Mormondom. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—/[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Secretary Noble has re- 
ceived the annual report of the Utah 
Commission for the year ending Sep- 
tember 1 last, during which time thee 
—- ere held, Ome at Chicago and 
two at*Salt Lake City. Speaking of 
political matters the commission says: 

A change is apparent in the political 
situationin Utah, which, if properly fos- 
tered and honestly managed, will be pro- 
ductive of good results. 

Considerable space in the report is 
devoted to discussion of the subject of 
polygamy. The commission insists that 
polygamy still exists, and says that 
there are many cases cunstantly com- 
ing to public knowledge of association 
between polygamists and the plural 
wives they had professed to have put 
away which is a fact that can hardly he 
controverted. The commission reports 
fifteen male persons whovare believed to 
have entered into polygamous mar- 
riages during the last year, and more 
than 300 persons who are known or be- 
lieved to be now living in polygamous 
relations. The report continues: 

It is mottrue that the commission has 
ever selected knowingly a ‘corrupt man,’ 
‘known gambler” or *‘disreputable charac- 
ter’’ tor registration or election officer, and 


it has not yet been brought to the atten- 
tion of the commission. 

In December last the church authori- 
ties petitioned the President "for gen- 
eral amnesty for the Mormon people. 
In the opinion of the commission it is 
the most important document the 
church has issued and contains the most 
direct and positive statements of .-its 
desires and promises for the future 
which has yet come from that source. 
Without assenting to all the assertions 
of the appeal the commission would be 
glad if the relief prayed for could be 
granted. That Utah is advancing in 
progress the commission freely admits. 

Sart Lake City, Sept. 23.—Presi- 
dent Woodruff of the Mormon Churck, 
referring to the Utah Commission's 
report, emphatically denies that any 
polygamous marriages have béen con- 
tracted since his manifesto twO“years 
ago, and combats the truth of the as- 
sertion about people now known to be 


living in polygamous relations.

AtLanta (Ga.,) Sept. 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Gen. Weaver to- 
night refused to addross an audience of 
5000 people which gathered at the 
State Capitol tohear him.

At Albany a howling mob refused a re- 
spectful hearing.cAt Macon the conduct 
of the mob was simply disgraceful. 
Rotten eggs were thrown prior to the 
introduction of the speaker, one of 
which struck Mrs. Weaver on the head. 
Eggs were thrown repeatedly and tur- 
bulent crowds continued to howl and 
hoot until past midnight. 

At Atlanta a similar crowd of rowdies 
gathered at the point of meeting, bent 
on tumult and disorder. Learning this 
Mrs. Lease and Weaver refused to 
appear. Weaversays he is convinced 
that similar treatment awaits them at 
points not visited, and he declines to 
meet such appointments. He calls 
special attention to the fact that the 
disorder was almost exclusively con- 
fined to young roughs who infest towns 
and who were incited to violence by 
persons who kept in the background. 
Itis especially worthy of note, he says, 
that the disorderly conduct does not 
proceed from ex-Confederate soldiers. 

Gen. Weaver says the police forces 
at disorderly places made no effort, as 
far as known, to preserve good order, 
and in some instances gave open 
countenance to the tumult. 


A CLEVELAND WHOOP-UP 


Ex-Secretary Bayard Speaks to a Brooklyn 
Audience. 

New York, Sept. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A Cleveland demonstra- 
tion was held at the Academy of Music, 
Brooklyn, tonight under the auspices of 
the Cleveland-Stephenson Club.  Ex- 
Secretary of State Bayard was the 
speaker of the evening and was listened 
to by a large and attentive audience. 
He criticised President Harrison’s let- 
ter of acceptance and severely scored 
the McKinley doctrine of protection.

PEARY’S PARTY. 


The Arctic Explorers Arrive at Phil- 
adeiphia. 


They Declare that Greenland is an Island— 
Verhoeff's Strange Disappearance— 
His Kelatives Think He 
Was Not Killed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 23 .—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The little whaling 
steamer Kite, with Lieut. Peary’s ex- 


arrived at her 
dock in this city at noon. A large 
crowd had assembled, and the arrival 
of the steamer was greeted with much 
cheering. 

Allthe way up th? river from the 
breakwater the vessel was greeted by 
steam whistles and bells on every craft 
and anxious crowds assembled at the 
docks. Amongthe first to board the 
vessel was Miss Verhoeff, sister of John 
M. Verhoeff, who failed to return with 
the party, and who is thought to have 
fallen into a crevasse. His relatives 
discredit the story that he was killed, 
and several of them firmly believe he 
is exploring the intérior of Greenland, 
having voluntarily remained behind. 
Members of the expedition, however, 
do not share this belief. 

Stories about differences between 
Verhoeff and Peary are denied by the 
latter. Lieut. Peary, the explorer, and 
Prof. Angelo Heilprin, commander of 
the relief party, both expressed satis- 
faction with the results which have 
been achieved, saying both expeditions 
were eminently successful. 

Verhoeff was Jast seen alive by Lang- 
den Gibson August 18, when he told 
Gibson he was going to take a trip to 
Kookern, an Esquimaux settlement, and 
might not return for several days. Gib- 
son told him the settlement was de- 
serted and advised him not to go, 
but Verhoeff insisted. When he 
failed to return Peary’ secured 
a number of Esquimaux and began 
a search, which was kept up for several 
days and nights, but no trace of the 
missing man was found. Verhoeff’s 


actions from the time the party reached | 
Greenland are described as peculiar 
and pointing to an intention tostay and 
live with the Esquimau. His sister 
bada long talk this afternoon with 
Lieut. Peary and later she declared it’ 
was most unsatisfactory. 

‘‘Peary’s treatment of me,’’ said she, 
‘was far from what it should have 
been, and only strengthens my belief 
that he acted in anything buta kindly 
mannertoward my brother.’’ Miss Ver- 
hoeff firmly believes that her brother is 
not dead, but that he voluntarily left the 
party sothat he might continueto go 
further north, as Peary had agreed be- 
fore the expedition started. 

But little information was gained 
from Lieut. Peary, or any members of 
the expedition in regard to the scien- 
tific results of the journey.  Lient. 
Peary and wife are under contract with 
New York papers to give them the re- 
sultsof the expedition first and the 
other members are pledged to silence.

TRAMPLED TO DEATH, 


Terrible Panic in a Synagogue in 
New York City. 


Many Persons Crushed During ® Mad 
Rush Caused by a Cry of Fire— 
Four Women Killed— 

Others Injured. 


Ry Telegraph to The Times. . 

New York, Sept. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A false alarm of fire 
caused a panicin a Jewish synagogue 
crowded with worshippers this morn- 
ing. In the rush for the stairway four 
people were crushed and trampled to 
death and a dozen seriously injured. 
Firemen succeeded. in extricating the 
people from the blocked stairway. 

The panic occurred. in a tenement 
building occupied by three synagogues, 
one on each floor. Inthe synagogue on 
the top floor acandle accidentally ignited 


aoitef drapery. Immediately an ex- 
cited individual velled ‘Fire!’ Then 
the rush for the exit came. At the 


front partition door there 
Thenacrash came, and part of the 
board wallgave way. The mass poured, 
feli and rolled down the steep stairway. 

Three times as many persons were 
attending the synagogues onthe lower 
floors. more than 1000 in all. They 
heard the rush aud crash above and 
heard cries of fire and immediately, 
likewise, made a rush for the street.

GEORGE RIDDLE's READINGS.—George Rid- 
dle, Boston's famous reader, delighted a 
large audience of ladies and gentlemen at 
Turaverein Hall last evening by his excel- 
lent renditions from popular authors.

Construction Company, accompanied by 
A. J. Pinkerton, has been for several 
days in Los Angeles, and this evening 
will address a meeting at the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Capt. Merry has seen many years of 
ocean service, and looks every incha 
typical sea captain. He isa man of 
middle age, thick-set frame, and vigor- 
ous constitution, witha large crop of 
dark whiskers trimmed in the ‘‘mutton- 
chop’’ fashion, and large clear: eyes. 
In his statements he is frank and direct 
to the point. Having spent several 
years in Nicaragua, his information on 
the subject is of a thoroughly practical 
and reliable character, and He is full of 
enthusiasm for the great enterprise 
which he represeats. 

Capt. Merry’s mission here is to in- 
terest our citizens in his enterprise, of 
such vital importance to the coast, also 
to obtain their moral, and, asfar as 
possible, their financial support, in the 
shape of subscriptions tothe $5,000,- 


000 trust loan 6 per cent. gold bonds, | 


guaranteed by the Manhattan Trust 
Company of New York. A bonus of 20 
per cent. in the fnll-paid and unassess- 
able capital stock of the Maritime Canal 
Company of Nicaragua, chartered by 
the United States Government, accom- 
panies the subscription, thereby making 
every subscriber. to these bonds 
a stockholder of record. In San 
Francisco subscriptions aggregating’ 
$300,000 have been secured, the larg- 
est so far being that of Senator Fair, 
who subscribed $40,000. Many 
others range from $25,000 down to 
$5000, and some merchants took each 
a single °$100 bond. Each $500 sub- 
scription is accompanied by a $100 
share in the Maritime Company. When 
less than $500 is subscribed, a certifi- 
cate for part of a share is issued. 
Promises of further large subscriptions 
have been made in San Francisco. 
Capt. Merry was seen atthe Hollen- 
beck by a reporter, and, after compli- 
menting Tae Timgs on the lucid and ac- 


curate outline of the Nicaragua enter- 


prise which was published a few days 
ago, said, in substance: 

‘Interest in this great enterprise is 
growing rapidly throughout the coun- 
try. When both political parties find it 
desirable to indorse the undertaking in 
their platforms, and candidates, in their 
letters of acceptance, speak of it as a 
inatter of necessity; when even munici- 
pal conventions, like the recent gather- 
ing in San Franc@@@™ take the question 
up, it shows clearly what a strong hold 
the project has obtained on the good 
will of the American people. 

“A striking factlis that nten” from all 
sections of the country, independent of 
politics, are urging the importance of 
the Nicaragua Canal enterprise. 
Among others I may mention "Senator 
Morgan of Alabama, Senator Frye of 
Maine, James G. Blaine, Senators Eustis 
of Louisiana, Dolph of Oregon and Gor- 
man of Maryland. Even in the interior 
of the countfy, where it was antici- 
pated that the people would be indiffer- 
ent, much interest is displayed. Ne- 
braska, Iowa and other States are 
urging the completion of the canal with 
as much vigor asif they were on the 
seaboard. The people of those States 
fully realize the necessity for a new 
outlet. 

‘‘When the people of Los Angeles see 
steamers coming around Cape Horn, and 
discharging freight for Los Angeles at 
the ports within the county, and sailing 
ships making voyages of 150 days from 
New York to San Francisco, they have 
a striking object lesson of what the 
canal will accomplish when 10,000 
miles of distance is wiped out. Since 
this business by way of Cape Horn has 
sprung into renewed life,*many who 
thought little of the canal before are 
now giving it much attention. It is in- 
deed a striking commentary on the 
transportation question, when our sea- 
ports in 1892 are obliged to go back to 
the conditions of 1848, vessels making 
the longest known yoyage in the world 
to get relief from the high freights. 

‘There is no danger of monopoly in 
this enterprise. The people are fully 
secured. Underthe provisions of the 
bill now pending before the Senate the 
Government will have $70,000,000 of 
the $100,000,000 of stock in escrow, 
with voting privilege; Nicaragua has 
$6,000,000 and Costa Rica $2,500,- 
000, leaving only $22,500,000 to the 
company, and this it is not permitted to 
sell except by special permission from 
the President, in case the guaranteed 
bonds are not sufficient to complete the 
canal. ; 

‘The loan is purposely placed at the 
comparatively smatl amountof $5,000,- 
000, so that it may be handled -by an 
amendment to the pending bill, and, if 
necessary, called in, when sybscribers 
would retain their bonus of 20 per cent. 
in full paid capital stock. The purpose 
of the loan is to keep the enterprise in 
the United States, under American con- 
trol. The alternative, in case ‘the 
United States Government should not 
legislate in time to meet the demands 
of the situation, will be the interesting 
of English capital. I have, however, 
great confidence that, in face of the 
strong popular demand, Congress can- 
not ignore the question of Government 
control. ‘Toshow my own faith in the 
enterprise, I have invested $16,000 
in it.’’

THOSE PARASITES. 


Mr. Koebele’s Bugs Not Up to 
Expectations. 


Result of an Investigation by Prac- 
tical Fruit-growers. 


A Tour of the Orchards Where the 
Parasites are Colonized. 


No Evidence to Show that There Has 
Been an Increase of a Promising 
Oharacter—Critical Report 
of the Committee. 


? 


Are Mr. Koebele’s recently imported 
parasitic bugs an entire failure as a 
successful scale exterminator? 

This is a question which the Southern 
California fruit-growers have been 
puzzling their brains over for some time 
past. Many have continued to use the 
fumigating and spray processes since 
the colonization of the insects, and 
their course is said to have brought 
forth the recommendation from the 
State horticultural powers, to ‘‘stop 
spraying and the bugs would do the 
rest.’’ 

But the bugs didn’t, or at least up to 
the present time they have failed to 
grappel successfully with the fruit 
pests of which they were said to be so 
vocaciously fond. 

It is nearly a year now since the first 
colonies were introduced in the various 
orchards infected with scale hereabouts, 
and their failure to come up to the 
glowing standard of ferocity for the 
scale as set forth in bulletins and inter- 
views emanating from the horticultural 
headquarters, and as a natural conse- 
quence more than one grower who has 
sat idly by ceasing tospray or fumigate, 
in anticipation of the time when the 
little parasites would clean out his 


| orchard according to the programme, 


has at last mentally observed that 
‘“‘something is rotten in Denmark.”’ 

Either the Board of Horticulture, by 
presaging the ultimate success of the 
insects, did sofrom a desire to make 
passable recompense for that $4500 
spent in introducing them or that the 
bugs required a long period of time to 
become acclimated and breed in any 
considerable number, were the only 
available excuses to be offered; at any 
rate the commissioners, in their execu- 
tive capacity, finally became confronted 
with the dilemma that either the bug 
must be let alone to breed. at its most 
uncertain will and trust to the success- 
ful outcome of such a course, or else the 
former methods of spraying and fumi- 
gating must be continued. 

For the purpose of gaining the united 
opinion of the fruit-growers as to the 
best course to pursue a meeting was 
held yesterday morning at the county 
horticultural rooms. The interest in 
the matter was proven to be wide- 
spread bv the large attendance of the 
following’ representative fruit men: 
John Scott, Duarte; George Compere, 
L. Wilhelm, James Pattison, W. G. Mc- 
Mullin, R. T. Millard, Mrs. C. Hannon, 
J. C. Horgan, W. T. Dalton, H. J. Radi- 
sell, Los Angeles; W. Ormiston, James 
Slauron, J. W. Jeffries, Azusa; C. C. 
Thompson, Thomas Nelms, C. H. Rich- 
ardson, Pasadena; N. H. Hosmer, Si- 
erra’ Madre; F. M. Hovey, Cu- 
camonga; J. W. Doran, San Ber- 
nardino; Thomas Meade, Samuel and 
D. McKinley, Vernon; James Bradford, 
W. E. Collins, Dr. G. Hyer, S. A. Pease, 
Ontario; R. Gage, A. Campbell, River- 
side; Col. J..

After individual discussion it was de- 
cided to take carriages and go at once 
tothe orchards upon which the para- 
sites had been placed and so determine 
whether their increase and work was 
ofat all a promising character. A com- 
mittee consisting of Col. J. R. Dobbins of 
San Gabriel, Prof. Coquillet of the 
Government Entomological Depart- 
ment, and Dr, N. H. Chaflin of River- 
side, to make a critical report of their 
opinions after the conclusion of the in- 
vestigation, was appoivted. The name 
of John Burr was also added to the 
committee later, and Henry Krucke- 
berg was made secretary. : 

A most thorough tour of the orchards 
in which the parasites had been col- 
onized was made, and the result is em- 
bodied in the following report: 

THE REPORT. 

fruit-growers representing the 
counties of Los Angeles, Orange and San 
Bernardino in convention assembled for the 
purpose of making a careful investigation 
of the present outlook and future possibil- 
ities of the predacious insects that have 
been sent over by Albert Koebele from 
Australia, through the efforts of the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washington 
and the California State government, beg 
leave tosubmit the following report: 

That we notonly commend but warmly 
indorse the efforts ot the State Board of 
Horticulture in its endeavor to introducc 
beneficial insects to prey upon all noxious 
insect life at present infecting our orchards 
and gardens; andthat we appreciate and 
shall help every legitimate effort to colonize 
parasitic insects to prey upon those at pres- 
ent so injurious to our trees and their prod- 
ucts. Nevertheless, we deprecate the cir- 
culation of the glowing accounts that have 
been sent abroad by the State board touch- 
ing these ladybirds as being premature 
and injurious to horticulture, inasmuch as 
they are at variance with the facts and de- 
ceptive to the fruit-growers. Information 
from official sources, in order to be valu- 
able, should be reliable and based upon 
scientific research. 

That on September 23, 1892, we made a 
careful examination of three of the or- 
chards in which have been placed, for a pe. 
riod of five to ten months, colonies of the 
new Australian ladybirds (Orcus chalybeus, 
orceus Australasim, and leis conformis), said to 
be effective parasites of the red scale 
(Aspidiotu saurantti), the black scale (Lecan- 
ium ollie) and of the woolly aphis of the 


apple. 

The first orehard visited was that of Al- 
bert F. Kergyeval, on Lemon street, near 
Los Angeles. This is one of the oldest or- 
chards of Los Angeles county and is in- 
fested with the red scale. In this orchard 
has been placed a grand total of 442 of the 
steel biue ladybirds (0. chalybeus), 
said to be effective parasites of the red 
scale, in different colonies during a period 
of about five toten months. The trees (or- 
ange and lemon) upon which they were lib. 
erated contain an abundant supply of food 
in the way of red scale, were well protected 
from winds and afforded cvery condition 
calculated to favor the parasite and their 
multiplying. A painstaking endeavor to 
find evidence of the lady-birds being es- 
tablished resyltedin finding larve, pupa, 
beetles, and their eggs, but only in com. 
paratively small number. A survey of 
surrounding trees failed tc reveal any 
evidence to prove that the parasites in the 
bettle state had spread to any extent. To 
all intents the ‘parasites have made no ap- 
preciable inroads on the scale; not even on 
the two trees on which colonies have been 
liberated. Mr. Kercheval, who has watched 
the O. chalybeus very carefully, gives it as 
his opinion that they have made no “show. 
ing’’ on the red scale since their advent in 
his orchard. 

The second orchard visited,was that of 
Samuel McKinley, on Wilmington avenue. 
In this\orchard were placed on May 14, 
1892, a celony of 170 of L. conformées, a 
ladybird said to be effective in eating the 
woolly aphis of the apple. The appie 
orchard of Mr. McKinley is well protected 
from winds and some of the trees (especi- 
ally the one upon which the ladybirds 
were liberated,) were well supplied with 


aphis for food. Nevertheless, the net re- 
sult here was just about nil. A search.of 
many trees failed to show up a_ single 


specimen larve#, pup@ or beetles and none 
of the eggs. 


The third grove visited was that of will- 


iam Niles on Washington street. This is 
also an old orchard, badly infected with 
red and black scale, which has not been 
sprayed or fumigated for the past six 
years. In this grove Prof. Coquillet lib- 
erated a colony of 540 0. chalybeus on the 
14th day of May. The evidence of their 
being ‘established’ in this orchard is dis- 
couraging in the extreme. Out of the.en- 
tire 540 scarcely any larve, pup# or 
beetles were to be found, while batches of 
eggs were equally scarce; still, larve, 
eggs and beetles were aiscovered. 
e examination here was very thorough. 
Some of the growers climbed into the tops 
of the trees on which the parasites had 
been liberated to make critical and minute 
observations, but without any encouraging 
results. A careful inspection of surround- 
ing trees tailed to reveal the presence of 
the ladybirds in any stage of development. 

That, according td Prof. Koebele's state- 
ments, these parasites have but three gen- 
erations each year, and that each female 
dies after making a deposit of about 250 
eggs, which, if all hatch, would produce 
that number of perfect insects, allowing 
that the ladybirds in transit were more or 
less injured, and that many of them had 
already deposited their eggs before bein 
shipped, there surely ought to be a suf- 
ficient number of healthy insects to have 
bred and multiplied’ by this time in suf- 
ficient numbers to establish colonies in our 
orchards and proven their capacity to eat 
the scale. Unless they multiplied rapidly, 
since (if Mr. Koebele is correct) they have 
but two generations a year. and the scale 
four and five, it is at once obvious that they 
never will be as effective on the red and 
black scale as the Vedalia on white. If 
only 25 per cent. of the grand total of par- 
asites that have been received’ had paired 
and each female had produced 250 eggs, 
and 75 per cent. of these had hatched and 
bred again, we should now have had suf- 
ficient to have made some progress in de- 
termining their value and their capacity to 
clean our trees of the red and black scale. 
As it is, they have not shown either the 
capacity either to breed or to eat the scale 
that the twice-stabbed ladybird Chilocorus 
bivu'nerus has shown, 

That in view of the above facts (which 
can verify for himself), we cannot 
hold out much encouragement to the fruit- 
growers so far as these predacious insects 
are concerned, Though not pronouncing 
them a failure, we cannot on the other 
hand pronounce them as “effective on red 
and black scale as Vedalia on white."’ We 
suggest that they be given every care and 
attention in the orchards where they have 
been placed inthe hope that they will yet 
become established in the broad sense, t.e., 
as effective parasites. Mr. Koebele says it 
will require four and possibly five years 
until they. multiply in sufficient numbers to 
not only stock all the orchards of South- 
ern California, but free them of the red 
and black scale. He estimates that by next 


April or May there will be sufficient tocol- — 


onize many orchards. Let us hope he is 
correct in his statements, but we fear that 
hope is vain. Inthe meantime we advise 
that the fight against injurious insects by 
artificial means be continued with vigor; 
and particularly do we endorse the move- 
ment by which the counties shall make a 
uniform and general cleansing of all in- 
fected trees by fumigation at cost to the 
growers. We entreat all owners of scale- 
infested trees to support a united and gen- 
eral warfare against injurious insects all 
along the line.

Bishop Vincent delivered the second of 
his talks to ministers yesterday morning, 
taking for his subject ‘‘Wisdom.”* He 
touched upon wisdom in business ai- 
fairs, but dwelt more especially on 
the intellectual side. God will not 
give truth toa minister who is too lazy 
to investigate for himself. Acquaint 
yourself with all the literature of the 
day. To keep abreast of the times we 
must study and think... The mission of 
the schools and colleges is not to store 
the minds with facts, but to cevelop the 
power tothink. Intellectual discipline 
is the habit of attention. To hold the 
mind to a subject for five minutes is an 
achievement. But the mind can be so 
disciplined that it can concentrate on 
the same line’ of thought for hours. 
Have your hours for study, for thought. 
Acquire the habit of attention. Study 
subjects, better than direct prep- 
aration forasermon. What we need is 
reserved power—power that we can 


draw upon at will. Think, think, 
think; read, think and think. Seek 
spiritual illumination. Jesus said: 


‘Lo, lam witht you always.’’ Oh, that 
it might be said of us as a little girl 
said of her minister: ‘‘Mamma, it 
seems as if God was talking.’’ Intel- 
lectual powerisa help to the highest 
spiritual attainments. 

THURSDAY'S ANNIVERSARIES. 

The anniversary of the Missionary 
Society was held from 2 to 8:80 p.m. 
Thursday. J. M. Phelps spoke on ‘‘The 
Missionary Idea.” Said the speaker: 
‘Christianity aims at the conversion of 
the world.

Hesaid: ‘‘Wedo not advo- 
cate the old Jewish Sabbath or the 
European Sabbath, but the American 
Sabbath, the Christian Sabbath, the 
Sabbath that said Juesus ‘was made for 
man,’ for man’s good; a Sabbath that 
will lift man up; a day in which man 
may be relieved from the care and per- 
plexities of life; a day in which the bet- 
ter part of man’s nature may be lifted 
up and administered to; a day in which 
man may be brought into contact with 
different things. If the church did 
nothing more thanto lead a man to 
cleanup and dress up on Sunday it 
would offer the greatest boon to the 
Working man.”’ 

Dr. F. B. Bovard of San Francisco 
showed the influence of Sabbath dese- 
cration upon nations. 

Dr. Thompsor, agent of the union, 
showed the importance of the work, 
the interest shown in it by all good peo- 
ple and the progress made. He showed 
the necessity of aday of rest for the 
workingman—a law of vitality. 

In the evening occurred the anniver- 
saty of the Epworth League. — The 
large audience was highly favored by 
being privileged to listen to Dr. J. L. 
Hurlburt of New York, for three years 
general secretary of the league. He 
said that this is preéminently the age of 
the young people. Young people stand 
in a position of influence and power 


-such as they never occupied before. In 


business and commercial life, in‘litere- 
ture and science, as editors, teachers 
and college presidents. The church of

Plans in Progress to Make This a | 


Healthy City. 


Semi-annual Shoot of Co. B—Want a Local 
Exhibit at the Agricultural Fair— 
Other Items of Local In- 
terest—Brevities, 


City Councilmen Lukens, Clark and Cox, 
City Attorney Arthur, Heaith Officer Sherk 
and Engineer Mayer assembled Wednesday 
evening to discuss the sanitary condition of 
the city and te devise plans for remedying 
any wrongs that might be pointed out. 

Dr. Sherk first took the floor. He dis- 
cussed at considerable length the sanitary 
condition of the city, which he pronounced 
to be generally good. He also made numer- 
ous recommendations bearing on future 
sanitary measures, which were introduced 
in a voluminous document drawn up in the 
form of an ordinance, which was submit- 
ted later by Mr. Mayer for the considera- 
tion ot the Councilmen. 

Mr. Mayer followed Dr. Sherk, and en- 
deavored to the best-of his abiliy toimpress 
the City Trustees with the idea that there 
are some regulations bearing on the matter 
of the public health that need to be adopted 
and enforced. The speaker condensed his 
ideas in the form of an ordinance, which 
will come before the Council at its regular 
mecting on Monday. Whatits fate will be 
is an open question. It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that the Councilmen are divided 
somewhat over the question of the neces- 
sity of adopting such stringent measures 
,. cover the ground as the paper calls 

or. 

Briefly summed up, the proposed ordi- 
nance is very similar to those governing 
similar matters in Los Angeles and other 
large cities. It provides among other 
things that all property-owners within a 
certain radius from the business portion of 
the city be compelled to establish connec- 
tion with the main sewer system. Those 
residing outside of the prescribed radius 
will be allowed to do as they please in the 
matter of establishing such connection. 

Dr. Sherk and Mr. Mayer both recom- 
mended thatin place of a health officer a 
board of health be appointed to see that 
the rules bearing on sanitary matters are 
inforced and to govern all affairs that 
would properly come under the jurisdiction 
of sucha body. It is proposed also to have 
the plumbing and cesspools of new build- 
ings done under the supervision of a prop- 
erly-authorized public oMcial and accord- 
ing to certain prescribed forms and regula- 
tions. It was even recommended that 
plumbers be subjected to an examination 
to draw outtheir knowledge on sanitary 
subjects before they be permitted to ply 
their trade within the city confines. 

GETTING THE SEWER FARM READY. 

In connection with the above it should be 
remembered that the outfall sewer is com- 

leted to the farm, south of Alhambra.

Jesus Molino Acquitted of the Killing 
of Juan Ruiz. 


The Judge Decides that the Deed Was 
Committed in Self-defense—Polit- 
ical Gossip—News Notes 
‘and Personals, 


SANTA ANA. 

Jesus Molino is again seen on the streets 
of Santa Ana afree man, but looking a lit- 
tle the worse forthe wear of his confine- 
ment inthe County Jail. and the suffering 
endured from the effects of his bullet 
wounds. 

The examination was begun again yester- 
day afternoon, the evidence adduced being, 
in substance, the same as _ heretofore 
brought out. A peculiar feature in the ex- 
amination was, that at no time during the 
examination could any evidence be brought 
out from those who knew, that would in- 
dicate whattrou ble lead up to the final 
death struggle, during which Ruiz _ re- 
ceived astabinthe temple with a large 
bowie knife, which resulted in his instant 
death. At-the conclusion of the taking of 
testimony the real cause of the bloody feud 
was involved in a mystery as deep and as 
dark as upon the day the crime was com- 
mitted. 

Atter’ reviewing the evidence at some 
length, and frequent reference to the argu- 
ments of the attorneys, Judge Marks said 
that upon the evidence givenin the case it 
was plain to his mind that Jesus Molino was 
acting in self-defense when he struck the 
blow that killed Juan Ruiz. He would 
therefore order that the defendant be dis- 
charged. 

Molino is notso badly injured as was at 
first thought. The flesh wound in the leg 
bothers him but little, but the wound in the 
shoulder and side, while not considered fa- 
tal,is of. a serious nature. The bullet is 
still imbedded in his body, where he will 
probably carry it as long as he lives,

‘An Absurd Protest Against the San 
Bernardino City Schools. 


Nothing in the Management to Cause 
Complaint—W hat Has Been Accom- 
plished by the Superintend- 
ent—General News. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Comment has been rife for two days upon 
the action of the Board of City Trustees at 
the meeting last Tuesday evening, in criti- 
cising the work of the City Board of Educa- 
tion and the teaching force employed. 
The schools had been in operation but two 
days when the board met, and each of the 
members present, some visitors and the 
City Attorney took occasionto make some 
remarks derogatery to the present man- 
agement ot the schools, and the following 
resolution, offered by Trustee Kenniston, 
was unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
board that the dissatisfaction which is be- 
ing expressed by the taxpayers of this city 
at the extravagant and incompetent man- 
agement of our public schools, calls for an 
immediate and radical change in the sys- 
tem under which they are now conducted, 
and also that the salary paid the City School 
Superintendentis farin excess of the true 
value of his services."’ 

Oneunfamiliar with the circumstances 
would be led to think there was something 
radically wrong with a school system which 
would cause the passage of such a resolu- 
tion. But in view of the facts and _ circum- 
stances they are not only puvuerilé, but ab- 
surd. In the first place the Board of City 
Trustees, as an official body, has no more 
relation to or control of the City Board of 
Education, or the teachers it employs, than 
does Princess Liliuokilani or the Cabinet 
of the Hawaiian Islands. In the next place 
the average attendance at the schools has 
been increased by the work and’methods of 
Prof. Alex E. Fry, the City Superintendent 
of Schools, so much as to increase the State 
and county apportionment about $500; 
this, too, in the face of a decrease in the 
number of school children in the city of 
seventy, or enough to decrease the appor- 
tionment about twice the amount it was in- 
creased. Then, again, most of the mem- 
bers of the City Trustees have personal 
grievances against the School Board or 
the teachers. The City Attorney was 
kicked out of the School Board for immoral 
conduct. Several of the members and 
others helping in the efforts to create a dis- 
turbance have particular friends or rela- 
tives who were employed last year, but 
were left out this year for incompetency, 
while others who applied for positions 
failed to secure them. The School Board 
is composed ot some of the best citizens of 
San Bernardino, who are competent and 
interested in the schools. Such eminent 
autaority as President Eliot of Harvard 
University said that the school system in 
this city is one of the bestin this country. 

It is thought that the board of trustees is 
endeavoring to arouse a sentiment against 
the schools that will cause the defeat of the 
‘special bond election for $12,000 to fur. 
nish the new High School building. But 


| one ot the members of the trustees ac- 


knowledged having visited the schools. 
ALMOST CREMATED. 

The Courier, the morning daily of this 
city, came near being cremated alive yes- 
terday. While the full force was working 
at the case early yesterday morning just be- 
fore going to press, a blaze started in the 
rear of the Courier office came near destroy- 
ing the building andcontents.

sum of about $600.

Reducing Summer Train Service 
on the Santa Fe. 


Now the Seashore Season is on 


the Wane. 


Prospects of Something New About 
the Cable Road.

Personal. 


The summer season is at an end, as is 
evidenced by the announcement of the 
discontinuance of numerous passenger 


trains which were run for seashore 
business. Superintendent Beamer of 


the Southern California announces that 
on and after Monday, the 26th, the 
following passenger trains will be dis- 
continued: Trains leaving Los Angeles 
at 6:25 p.m. for Azusa, Los Angeles at 
6:30 a.m. forSanta Monica, Los Ange- 
les at 9 a.m. for Sunta Monica and Ke- 
dondo, Los Angeles at 10:55 a.m. for 
Santa Monica and Redondo, Inglewood 
at 3:35 p.m. for Santa Monica, Santa 
Monica at 9:50 a.m. for. Inglewood, 


5:30 p.m. and Santa Monica at 3:52 p. 
m. for Los Angeles. The following 
trains will thereafter run daily. except 
Sunday: Leaving Los Angeles at 4:42 
p.m. for Santa Ana, Santa Ana at 7:45 
a.m. for Los Angeles, Oceanside at 
6:10 p.m. for Escondido, Escondido at 
&:50 a.m. for Oceanside. Train No. 52, 
leaving Los Angeles at 5:25 p.m. for 
Azusa, will run daily instead of daily 
except Sunday. With the above-noted 
exceptions the present time table will 
remain in force. ° 
MR, WADE GOES EAST. 

General Manager K. H. Wade, of the 
Santa Fé’s Southern California lines, 
will today start for Chicago with his 
privatecar.

In speaking of the Western Traffic 
Association ana the Southern Pacific's 
withdrawal from it, Vice-President J. C. 
Stubbs is quoted as saying to a Chroni- 
cle reporter: 

“This association will gq to pieces, but 
another will be formed with improvements. 


result."’ 

Mr. Stubbs stated that it was the inten- 
tion of the company to reduce the rate on 
beans frgm $1.10 to 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, and on canned fruits, vegetables 
and other non-perishable products of Cali- 
forniaacut of 55 per cent. a hundred 
pounds would be made. Another reason of 
the withdrawal was the refusal of permis- 
sion to make cuts of from 20 to 60 per 
cent.on the rates of high-priced goods, 
such as clothing and woolens, from New 
York *to San Francisco. The Southern 
Pacific wanted to lower the rate on west- 
bound traffic to meeta cut proposed by the 
Canadian Pacific. 

“Il think another association will be 
formed,’’ said Mr, Stubbs, ‘‘for, you know, 
there isan axiom that ‘where there is com- 
petition there will be combination.’ But 
California may rest assured that the 
Southern Pacific will go into no combina- 
tion that will not permitus to give elastic 
rates to California products."’
